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Industrial Progress in 
Alberta 


Two announcements of much impor- 
tance to Alberta have been made re- 
cently. One is that the Research de- 
partment of the University of Alberta 
has found a process by Which a large 
proportion of the sand in the Athabasca 
tar sands can be removed, and the 
bituminous tar residue becomos a com- 
mercial commodity for shipping and 
ready use for road making and other 
purposes. The other announcement is 
that American capital has been secured 
to open and develop the Butterfield iron 
ore deposits discovered about a year 
ago on the shores of Lake Athabasca. 
In the development of Northern Alber- 
ta both these matters are of great im- 
portance. If the tar sand products can 
be put upon the market at a reasonable 
price, the field for their use is unlimi- 
ted. If the iron ore is in Aiberta in 
large quantities, this, together with 
the proximity of coal, as we have it, 
always forms a nucleus of a large in- 
dustry. 


What the U. G. G. Co. 
Sa7s About the Cattle 
Market Situation 


The U.G.G. Livestock Dept. reports 
as follows:—A good many farmers and 
stock raisers at the present time, who 
have not sold their surplus stock, are 
wovdering what effect the new United 
States tarriff regulation will have on 
the livestock trade, With the duty be- 
ing increased approximately from 50 
to 75 cents per hundred pounds, (the 
old tariff was based on a straight duty 
of 30%, whereas the new tariff calls 
for one and a half cents per pound on 
cattle up to 1050 pounds and two cents 
per pound on those over that weight) 
we would naturally assume that with 
American markets practically setting 
the price on our stocker cattle that 
they would depreciate at least the value 
of the extra duty. After considerable 
thought and investigation, we do not 
believe we are justified in takirg too 
pessimistic a view of the situation. 
The material improvement in the feed 
situation in various parts of the Prov- 
ince during the past month, enquirie 
from Ontario for stocker cattle and a 
possible strengthening of prices across 
the line,lead us to think that very little 
change price will be noticeable.

Western markets, showing that supp- 
lies in their own districts are somewhat 
limited. Considerable thought is also 
being given to the possibility ot stocker 
cattle being shipped to the Old Country, 
and while transit expenses at the pres- 
ent time look prohibitive, any prospect 
of lower rates would be immediately 
reflected here. Summarizing the situ- 
ation we would strongly advise live- 
stock raisers to fully post themselves 
on market conditions, as thousands or 
dollars have been lost to the raisers 
during the past few months for lack of 
this knowledge.

Arrangements have been made to 
hold the annual Red Cross drive for 
membership in this province from Nov- 
ember 5 to 11.

At present there are 115 locals of the 
association in Alberta and in addition 
there are 88 active Red Cross commit- 
tees. It is these locals and committees 
that will carry on the campaign for 
members, assisted in every possible 
way by the Alberta Headquarters in 
Calgary. But these branches cannot 
cover every district in the province, 
and so arrangements are being “om 


to organize another 200 working com- 
mittees for the campaign. It is hoped 
to enrol fifty thousand senior members 
for this year and forty thousand junior 
members. The fee is $1.00 for seniors 
and 25 cents fur juniors. The campaign 
this year is to bea financial one as well 
as a membership drive as a large sum 
of money is required, and so every per- 
son will be asked to give until it hurts,
